Messrs. Heraud, Underhill, and Davis 
are gentlemen at the head of swimming 
clubs, and have done much for the pro- 
motion of swimming. 

Messrs. Boyce and Payton are amateurs 
well known in swimming circles, and 
have been the victors in several contests 
for swimming prizes. 

In conclusion it is, we think, most 
clearly apparent that swimming is greatly 
gaining ground in public estimation. 
There are, as we have stated incidentaliy 
above, well known swimming masters 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, Manchester, and 
Birmingham; and the number of pupils 
who have recourse to the aid of such 
well known men as Beckwith, Ramage, 
and Woodbridge, together with the 
crowds which attend their swimming 
entertainments, in our opinion clearly 
attest that the interest in this manly art 
is fast widening; and if further evidence 
were wanting we might point to the 
generosity of Sir William Fraser, who 
has given a gold medal for an open 
swim in the Serpentine, to the swimming 
cup recently contested for at Manchester, 
to another cup which will be swam for 
next month in the Thames, and to the 
shower of silver medals distributed by 
swimming clubs. -Surely here are in- 
ducements enough held out for the 
practice of the art, and friends of swim- 
ming may well be sanguine as to the 
future, 

Prize Swimuine AT Derny.—A few days 
back Professor Garford, who has been 
engaged for some time past in giving 
lessons in the art of swimming at the 
Corporation Baths, Fall-street, Derby, and 
at the Corporation Baths, Gedling-street, 
Nottingham, gave a grand aquatic gala to 
his Derby and Noitingham pupils at the 
first-mentioned baths, There was an ex- 
tremely numerous body of spectators, who 
appeared to take the highest interest in the 
proeeedings. The sports, which were held 
in the second-class swimming bath, com- 
prised several duck hunts, and a prize con- 
sisting of a silver pencil-case, given to the 
best swimmer under 14 years of age, was 
carried off by Master Frank Jackson, son 
of the baths’ superintendent. Two other 
lads from Nottingham entered themselves 
for the prize, but were unsuccessful in their 
efforts to winit. A beautiful flask, given 
for scientific swimming, was won by Mr. 
Monkhouse, druggist, whose feats in tho 
water were considered by the spectators 
to be very elever and scientific indeed. 
Nine young men then competed fora gold 
breast-pin, four lengths of the bath; and, 
after three heats, the deciding one was 
won by Mr. Richards, of Nottingham. The 
professor then went through a series of 
evolutions, diving two lengths of the bath, 
turning summersaults, &c. &c. Mr. Gar- 
ford’s pupils also performed numerous 
aquatic feats which were extremely credit- 
able to their tutor, and showed what 
young men really can doin the water if 
they are perseveringly inclined.

Sir Edward Landseer’s proposition to exclude from future shows all muti- 
lated dogs. No doubt Sir Edward's intentions are good enough, and based on 
an excellent foundation, but, in our opinion, the excellent animal painter 
makes a great mistake in this instance, for we do not believe that any 
owner of the class of dog it is customary to ‘mutilate,’ will cease 
putting his animal into what it has been the rule for many, many long 
years to consider proper shape, and thus, could Sir Edward haye his 
way, he would exclude from future shows all the finest specimens of a 
large number of various classes of dogs. This would be an evil far greater 
than the toleration of dog minus a large portion of ear and a small modicum 
of tail, and so we set our face against Sir Edward's proposition. If he would 
only turn his attention to Trafalgar-square for a time, and forget the dogs 
shows in. an effort to complete the Nelson column, we cannot but think that 
he would give the public greater pleasure than he does at present. 

The proposition to establish schools for attaining physical education has 
made a considerable impression on the public, who look forward to the re- 
sult of Lord Elcho's motion in the House of Commons with great interest. 
The noble lordon Thursday evening moved the following :— 

‘That the physical, moral, and economical advantages arising from a system 
of physical training have been clearly shown in evidence before the Royal Ednea- 
tional Commission. That it is expedient for the increase of the bodily as well 
as the mental aptitedes of children for civil, industrial, as well as for possible 
military service, that encouragement and aid should be given for the extension 
of the practice of systematised gymnastic training, and for teaching military 
and naval drill as now practised in the district half-time schools for orphan and 
destityte children, and in other schools for pauper children.”

The Great Lancashire Produce Stakes having an array of forty-eight sub- 
scribers, ought to bring a strong fleld of two-yr-olds together, though there 
are none of any great mark jin the list, and, unless Blithefleld has improved 
upon his spring forin, Blink Bonny's first foal (Borealis) ought to win, for Boat- 
swain, Juturna, Watford, and Foie de Gras have publicly evinced a want of 
speed, and we hear of no flyer in the dark division. Indeed, with two or three 
exceptions, all the two-yr-olds that have been out this season are below the 
average merit, ; , 

The Liverpool St. Leger, formerly an exciting event, has dwindled down to 
an entry of seventeen only, and of these Costa and Norih Pole are the best. 

The Knowsley Stakes is apparently reduced toa “certainty” for Tom Fool. 

The Liverpool Cup race has afforded more speculation than even its great 
Sussex rival handicap, for the weights have been very nicely adjusted, though

Chesterfleld Stakes at Newmarket this week 
haye more than ever conyinced us of the general inferiority of this, season’s 
two-year-olds, for, with the exception of Lord Clifden and Bacgbarenonn wa 
haye seen no first-class animal stripped. Blue Mantle’s two easy yanquigsh- 
ments on the heath quite endorsed what we advanced a fortnight since, that 
the Ascot hill served him at the finish of each of his races there, and we then 
warned out readers to be careful not to overrate him, for Cerintha (the best of 
his oppavents in Berkshire) had been recently suffering from inflyenga, ana 
the otliets must have been moderate indeed to let a plater like Batsman and a 
£50 cast-off like Vivid to beat them. Saccharometer, a perfect Sweetmeat, 
won his two engagéments at Newmarket like a race-horse, and was installed 
at 10,to 1 for the Derby, at which price he should be at once backed; for there 
is sure to be a rush upon him.

The race to-day was virtually reduced to a match between Saccharo- 
meter and Blue Mantle, for they came right away by themselyes some distance 
from home, Lord Strathmore’s colt winning without being fully extended, to the 
consternation of the backers of Blue Mantle. The winner was ridden by 
Aldcroft, who at Ascot had piloted Blue Mantle in the colt’s three successive 
victories, aud the jockey therefore turned the tables upon the horse which had 
borne hiin so triumphantly at the Royal gathering. Saccharometer and Blue 
Mantle aro trained at Newmarket, and Lord Strathmore, who is one of the 
most popular of our distinguished sportsmen, was greeted with a. perfect 
ovation as his jockey returned to weigh , We may add that Channell, the trainer 
of the winner, deserves every credit for the excellent condition in which he sent 
Saccharometer to the post for his engagement. This day, Tuesday, on the termi- 
nation of the races a match is to take place which froin its novelty has excited 
much curiosity.

fHE ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Six aquatic celebrities grace our pages this week, comprising Robert 
Chambers, the Champion of the Thames, Henry Kelley, the ex-champion 
Harry Clasper, George W. Everson, Thomas Crout, and Hoare, the pick of the 
Thames and the Tyne. The four first-mentioned are well known. 

Rozert Cuambens, the champion of the Thamesand Tyne, canboast a power 
ful and well-knit frame. Tle is Sft. 10in. in height, weighs llst. 61b., and is 
thirty-one years of age. Le was originally a blast-furnace man, and he now 
holds rank in the champion fours and the champion pairs, and he is tho 
champion sculler, probably ofthe world. ‘His first appearance on the Thames 


was in 1856, where, with H. Clasper, W. Pocock, and J. Mackinney, he won the 
champion prize. The following year, in conjunction with a Tyne crew, he 
carried off the same prize, and, at the same auniversary, he succeeded in 
winning the Champion Sculler Prize, beating J. Mackinney, A. Rolf, ‘and 
G. Piner, all of London. In 1858, in company with a London crew, Chambers 
was beaten for the champion prize, but he carried off the sculler’s prize from 
G. Drewitt, R. Piner, F. Lett, and G. Woodland. In the following year, In 
conjunction with J. H. Clasper, E. Winship, and H. Clasper, he won the £100, 
and in 1860, with E. Winship, he won_ the Champion Pairs, but lost the 
four by a foul. In 1861, with E. Winship, of Hammerton, and Tagg, 
of London, he won the £100 prize, and, with E. Winship, he won the 
pairs, Chambers was trained and brought out by Harry Clasper, who_ is 
entitled to some credit for the wonderful prowess and skill of his protege. The 
Champion returned to Newcastle from town on Saturday last, and, along with 
the Claspers and the Winships, was heartily congratulated. Ts 

CLASvER, or, a8 he is always called in the north, ‘* Harry Clasper, is on tha 
shady sido of half a century, but is possessed of great strength and skill at the 
oar, Heis dft. 7}in. in height, and weighs ‘about 105t. He is quict and unassiming 
in hig manners, and those who see him quietly pursuing his gentle craft of 
boat building on the banks of the Tyne would scarcely suppose that so humble 
looking an individual had given to the world some of the finest and most im- 
proved specimens of racing boats that ever were built. He-did not enter 
skiff until he was 30 years old, but since 1812 he has met with very few 
equals. It would occupy great'spacé to recount the whole of this veteran's 
triumphs, and it must suffice to say that ‘he has won the champion 
£100 six times, and the pair once, besides scoring victories almost innumerable 
on all the principal rivers of Britain from the Thames to the Clyde. Without 
exactly resting on his oars Clasper has now the satisfaction-of receiving at the 
hands of the public who appreciate what he has done for the aquatic world an 
acknowledgment of his merit in the shape ofa substantial house, which shall 
pass from him to his heirs and assigns for ever, a lasting memorial of his 
genius and prowess. d } : :
